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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 25 March 2005 has been entered, 

Claim 4 is canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicants have amended the claims 1-3 and 5-13, However, due to the 
amended claims 1-3 and 5-13, the following restriction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3 and 5-6, drawn to a liquid crystal display device 
manufacture method, classified in class 264. subclass 69. 

II. Claims 7-13, drawn to a liquid crystal display device manufacturing 
system or apparatus, classified in class 349, subclass 189. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or 
(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially 
different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, a liquid crystal display 
device manufacturing system or apparatus (invention II) used the different 
process, which comprising (a) piston moving up or down or piston rotating, (b) 
vibrating the liquid crystal supply needle causing the adhered liquid crystal to fall 
onto the substrate surface. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Group I (or II) contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claims invention: 

A: claims 1-3 (or 7-10) drawn to a LCD device manufacturing method with 
blowing gas against the liquid crystal needle. 

B: claim 6 (or 1 1 ) drawn to a LCD device manufacturing method with filling 
liquid crystal by a defined constant amount.
